Roll 126. there they Petition for a Con- 
firmation of their Charter, with a Clauſe of Ticet non 
ſs vel abuſi; and that notwithſtanding any Statute, 
Privilege, Charters, Judgment made or to be made to 
the Contrary, their Liberties - might be confirmed:

Part be miſ-uſed, the entire Franchiſe. ſhall be for- 
feited. As for Inſtance, if a Man have a Fair, a Court 
of Pye- powders is incident to it; the miſ- uſer of that 
Court of Pye- powders is a Forfeiture of the whole 
Fair it ſelf; for where any Part is abuſed that is in- 
cident to an entire Franchiſe, that abuſe forfeits the 
whole. And this is the Opinion of Palmer's Reports in 
the Caſe of the Corporation of Maidenbead, where tis 
doubted. whether the Market was forfeited for taking 
too much Toll, becauſe the Toll was not inſeparably 
incident to the Market, and ſo was not dependant upon 
the entire Franchiſe, and there the Rule is taken as I 
have ſaid before, that the miſ-uſer of a Part of an en- 
tire Franchiſe, or a Power that is incident to it, is a 
Forfeiture .of the Franchiſe: And as they are not

For their Right, that depends upon a Preſcription 
to have reaſonable Toll, as they ſet forth, and this, a 
they bave pleaded, it appears to be no Right at all; tor 
a Preſcription to have Toll and Tollage, not ſhewing 


how much is certain, is void; for reaſonable Toll is 


not incident to a Market, but the Party has it by the 


King's Grant, and ſo 'twas adjudged in this Court, 
Aich. 39. & 4o. Eliz. cited by my Lord Coke in hu

For though they bad a reaſonable Toll in generd, 
taking the Preſcription to be good, yet if either that 
- reaſonable Toll in the Uſe of it were not taken in that 
manner, or to that value that they aſſeſs by their By- 

Law, then they have done wrong; and therefore ow 
I, | | T raverk 
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Traverle is proper to their reaſonable Toll, that they 
had not, time out of mind, ſuch a Toll as they ſer 
forth; for it muſt be ſuch a reaſonable Toll as may 
anſwer to that which is aſſeſſed in the By-Law, and 
that they have not put in Iſſue. For the King, when 
once he hath granted a Market, and the People have 
Right to come to it as a free Market; neither can they, 
when once by Cuſtom they have exerciſed their Power 
of alſeſſhing reaſonable Toll, after that at their Pleaſure ; 
for it being once ſet, all Peo; 1: have Right ro come 
uon ſuch Terms: And if they Increaſe the Toll, 
under Pretence to reduce it to certainty, it will be 
void; for they may Jower their Price it they will, bur 
they can never come to increaſe the Penalty. If there— 
fore they have done ill in not taking Iſſue upon the 
Traverſe, which does take in the full Subſtance of 
their Rejoinder; if it be good, then Judgment mutt 
be given againſt them upon that Reaſon; ſo then the 
neſtion will be, | 

Whether the making of a Law to raiſe Money at Larce 
upon = Subject be a Forfeiture of the Charter? I affirm 
it. For, 

I. Tis the uſurping of a Power that they neither 
can have, nor have by Law. 

II. Tis a. Breach of the Truſt annexed to the Cor- 
poration; for 'tis a miſ-uſer of the Franchiſe to the 
Oppreſſion of the King's Subjects; and therefore the 
Charter muſt be forteired, and not the other Franchile; 
becauſe they have taken upon them, and uſurped a 
Power to make Laws to raiſe Money, They have 
taken upon them a Legiſlative Power to opprels their 
fellow Subjects, that is their Offence, and that is a 
miſ-uſer of their Franchiſe. 

Then the next Thing will be that which is the laſt 
matter, that is the Petition, and that is of a ſtrange 
Nature; where the Offence is not only in Preſenting, 
but in Printing and Diſperſing of it; it eharges the 
King with interrupting the publick Juſtice of the 
Nation, and the making the neceſlary Proviſions for the 
Security of his Proteſtant Sub ects; becauſe it queſtions _ 
the King's undoubred Prerogative of Calling, Pro-

roguing, and diffolving Parliaments ; for to ſay that 
Act of his was an Interruption of Juſtice, is all one a5 
to ſay, the King did interrupt: and *ris done by them 
as a Corporation; *tis the Act of the City in their Com- 
mon Council in the Name of the Corporation. 

The Fact is confeſſed by them in their Rejoinder, 
but they have excuſed ir in the manner of doing thereof 
as not done maliciouſly. But if the Fack be done, the 
Law ſays 'tis malicienſly done, and with ſuch an Inten- 
tion. Therefore a Confeſſion of the Fact is a Con- 
feſſion of all the Conſequences that the Law puts upon 
merag.  - | - 

This then can amount to no leſs than the Forfeiture 
of their Charter, not only for the greatneſs of the 
Ofence, but becauſe otherwiſe the Law would be un- 
e,ual. Therefore upon the whole matter, I do hum- 
bly pray your Judgment for the King, that they may 
be outcd of their Franchiſe of being a Corporation,

The Information ſets forth and charges, that the 
Mayor, Commonalty, and Citizens of London, had by. 
the ſpace of a Month before the Information, uſed, or 
chimed to uſe without any Warrant or Royal Grant, 
the Liberties therein ſet forth; that is to ſay, to be ol 
themſelves a Body Politick and Corporate with ſuch a 
Name, and by that Name to plead and be impleaded, 
to anſwer and tobe anſwered: And likewiſe to make 
dherifts and Juſtices of the Peace; but as to theſe, 
there are only Imparlances, and I ſuppoſe Continu- 
ances. Bur, as to the firſt Article, the Defendants, 
lead and preſcribe, that they are a Body politick time 
out of mind; and then they ſer forth indeed ſeveral 
Acts of Parliament and Charters of Confirmation. 
To this Mr. Attorney General doth Reply two Things :

VL yr 


tit. Corporation, at the Letter J. makes it a Head of one 


of his Titles, how a Corporation can be diſſolved! 
And therefore was led very properly to enquire into all 
Fhings that might diſſolve a Corporation; for that 
Book is in the Nature of a Common-Place Book: Now 
under that Head he cites not only the Common-Caſe, 
if all the Members die, then tis a Diflolution ; but he 
ſays further, and he cites an Authority for it, It a 
Corporation conſiſts of ſo many Confratres, and ſo many 
Siſters, and all the Siſters die, this Corporation is 
diflolved, for both the Brothers and Sitters are integral 
Parts of the Corporation, and it cannot ſubſiſt by halfs; 
But he does not go further, he does not lay, if they 
ſhall levy too much Money upon the Market; nay, he 
does not fay, if they ſhould commit Treaſon, (if it 
were politble they could do ſo) which had been more 
Yroper to have inflanced in, he being naturally led to 
ir under that Title; for that is a Thing that happens 
a Thouſand Times oftner than the Death of all the 
Members.

The Surrenders that were made of the Mogaſteries 
then. And I do believe he does preſume ag others 
have thought, that thoſe were Surrenders of their 
Corporations, which I ſhall prove to have been no 
ſurrenderies: I ſhall rely upon the Dean and Chapter 
of Norwich's Caſe, 3 Cole 53, which is alſo reported in 
2 Anderſon 121. and I ſhall at the ſame Time mention 
another Caſe, and that is the Caſe cited before of Fu.

no? that is, juſt as if he ſhould have 1aid, I have 
brought you into Court, and you muſt be Defendants, 
or elſe I have brought you here for nothing, for there 
is no cauſe 1 without parties Plaintiff and 
Defendant, and then I will aſſign for the cauſe of my 
Suit that you are no Defendants ; nor is it poſſible for 
you to be Defendants. He ſtrengthens this Reaſoning 
with great Authority, viz, the Caſe upon a Writ of 
Errorout of Ireland to reverſe a Judgment given in a 


uo Warranto againſt the Corporation of Dublin: dis 


in Palmer, the firſt Caſe, and 2 Rolls fol. 113. & 125. 
Now Aldermen, they are forejudged, that the Liber. 
ties ſhould be ſeized and they ouſted, as to their 
being a Corporation Curia adviſare vult, ſo the Caſe 
is in Palmer: But in the other Book in 2 Rolls 115. 
It is agreed if a 20 Warranto be brought to diſſolve 
the Being of a Corporation, it ought to be brought 
againſt particular Perſons, for the Writ ſuppoſes that 
they are not a Corporation; and tis to falſify the ſup- 
poſal of the Writ to name them as a Corporation. 
In this Caſe of Cuſach, I am aſſiſted further with a 
Report of it in my Lord Chief Juſtice Hales Common- 
Place Beo, fol. 168. plito 7. where he ſays expreſily; 
If a Quo I} arranto be brought for the uſur ping a Cor- 
ration, it muſt be brought againſt Natel, 
——— it goes in diſaffirmance of the Corporation, and 
Judgment ſhall be given that they be exſted of the Cor- 
poratin, but if it be for Liberties claimed by a Cor- 
poration, then it muſt be brought againſt them as a 
Corporation; and this is our Caſe directly. And I do 
not now conſider the Number that make up that Body 
(that London being fo populous alters the Caſe) - for the 


Caſe is. the ſame, ift it were with the Corporation of 


Lueenborough, or any other petty Corporation. Sup- 
pole 20 Men be a Corporation, or pretend to be 3 
Corporation, and you come to enquire by what partt 
cular Means theſe 20 Men pretend ro be a Corporation, 


or as the Words of this uo I arrænto are, uſurped = 
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be a Corporation; you muſt not ſay that they are one, 
and then ſay that they uſurped it, for tis not the Cor- 
ration that ufurps to be a Corporation, that is im- 
roſhible, but tis the particular Perſons that uſurp to be 
a Corporation, when indeed they are not. A Corpora- 
tion may uſurp a Market, as they may uſurp a Leet, 
but they cannot uſurp themſelves. | 
Hence I am ſure there never was a Duo Warrahto, 
that we can find any printed Preſident of, againſt the 
being of a Corporation, ſo that very Prefident is nor 
againſt thoſe that really were ſo, and but one againſt 


particular Perſons that uſurped to be fo. And if yow 


ſearch all the Records of this Kingdom, and all the 
Books in all the Offices, you will never find any that 
i brought againſt a Corporation, for being a Corpora- 
tion, upon Pretence that they might be made none 
a Forfeiture 3 and no Prerogative of the King ſhall ex- 
tend to excuſe this, but his Action ſhill abate, it it be 
not right brought, as well as the Subjects, and ſo is 
Plowd* Com. fol. 8 5. | | | 
The Authorities before cited 11 Palmer, Cokes En- 
tries, Rolls, and my Lord Hales Common-place book, are 
not all; for I have ſome other that never ſaw the light 
in print vet, and that is the Caſe againſt Bradwell and 
ochers, Trin. 18. of this King. A Do M arranto was 
brought againſt them for uſurping to be a Corporation, 


or Company of Muſicians ; it had been a ſtrange Thing Wa 
it the Duo M arrunto had been brought againſt rhac , 
Corporation, and -then the Attorney General had ſaid © ml 
they were no Corporation, nor never were; there they ai 


did think beſt and ficteſt to go againſt Brad well, and 
the reſt, and that by name * only ſo, not againſt the 
Body Corporate. Then ſay I, no Judgment at all can 
be given upon this Score, Non admitfituy exceptio ejuſdem 
rei cujus petitur diſſolutio, a Man ſhall never be admitted 


to controvert that to be in Being, which he himſelf de- 


fires to be deſtroyed, and ſo has allowed it to be. Shall 
Mr. Attorney be admitted to deny the ſuppoſal of his 
own Writ? and truly I think I might very well leave 
this part of the Caſe, and this Point, to Mr. Attorney 
General himſelf; for if he will have any thing to be

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anſwered by us, he muſt maintain us to be a Corpora-

II. My Lord, I have done with this Point, and now 
come to the Replication, where we are charged with 
tuo forfeitures, the one is by Reaſon of the Abuſe of 
the Market, the other is by Reaſon of the Petition. 


My Lord, I ſhall anſwer both of them, that we were | 


lerzed of the Marker, That is pleaded and that is agreed: 
That we were ſeized of Tolls, and were to have rea- 
ſonable Lolls, that is agreed to; Fhat there is a cuſtom 
in London to have Common Councils, and that this was 
by Common Council is agreed; all this is agreed by the 
Demurrer ; That this Toll is for the Accommodation of 
Perſons repairing thereunto for their Stalls; and if! 


would call it by any particular Word, I had rather call 


it Stallage than any Thing elſe : It is for thoſe Ac- 
commodations which we have been at vaſt Charge in 
preparing and providing, and for the Maintenance of 
requiſite Officers, and for the cleanſing of the Mar- 
kets. Now Mr. Solicitor objects, that we cannot pre- 
ſcribe for a Toll uncertain, yet I will name him ſome 
Things that he muſt agree, and I know he will grant, 
are uncertain, as Pickage and Stallage, which are Du- 
ties for picking in my Earth, to dig holes for the Pofts 
ef Stalls to be fixed in: Now there can never be, nor 
ever was, any Circumſcribing in thoſe Matters, for 
Circumſtances in every of thoſe Caſes muſt govern it; 
and in all Grants that ever were of Pickage and Stal- 
lage, they were never reduced to a certainty, and thoſe 
are Things too that relate to a Market. | 
And ſo I take it to be for Keyage, Anchorage, and 
the like ; for when rhere are Poſts or Places for Ships, 
to which they may be fixed, the Owner of the Port 
may have a Compenſation for that, but that muſt needs 
be uncertain, according to the Circumſtances; if 3 
Ship be bigger or leſſer, if a Ship ſtay a Month or a 
Day, tis not fit the ſame Rate ſhould be paid, nor 175

upon, that muſt, I think, needs vaniſh, 

My Lord, I do not think but London ought to be, 
and is as much under the Obedience and Correction of 
the King as any City; but yet I believe in theſe Caſes 
of their Cuſtoms, you will give that Allowance and In- 
dulgence to it that all your Predeceſſors have done, 
which 1s greater than they have ren to any other 
Corporation 1n the ITY ty” and that becauſe it was 
London; there ſhould be ſuch a Thing as a foreign 
Attachment, I think is hardly allowed in other Places; 
[am ſure I have known it denied in ſome, that a Con- 
track in Writing ſhould be equal to a Book Debt; that 
a Feme Merchant ſhould ſue or be ſued without her 
Husband ; or if he be named, he ſhould be only named 
for conformity : Their Penalties that are ſued for in 
their Courts, a great many of them are ſuch as would 
not be well maintained in other Courts, or in any other 
Place, and yet they are maintained there, as namely, 
That their Penalties ſhould be ſued for before the 
Mayor and Aldermen, when the Benefit of them goes 
to their uſe; and yet that 1s allowed in the eighth 
Report, notwithſtanding the grand Objection, that 
they are in ſome ſort Judges and Parties, Rolls 2 p: 
lr. Tit. Preſcription Letter H. fol. 266. No. 2. & 3. 
The City of London may preſcribe to have a Court of 
Chancery in Londen of Matters tried in the Sheritts 
Court, though ſuch a Court cannot be granted by the 
King's Letters Patents; and it would be very dangerous 
that petty Corporations ſhould have ſuch Courts. The 
Cuſtoms of London have been upheld; and I muſt con- 
fs I think that is very ſtrange, even againſt the gene- 
tal Words of an Act of Parliament, 2 Inſt. 20. A 
Goaler in London may permit his Priſoner, that 1s in 
Execution, to go at large with a Battoon in any Place 
vithin their Juriſdiction, and 'tis no Eſcape. And ſo 
 Plow:den's Com” 36. A Cittzen of London may ſer up 
one retail Trade, though he was bred to another, not- 
witliſtanding of the Stat. 5 of Queen Eliz. And for a 
geueral Rule take that that is laid in Palmer 542. 
. SY Thoſe 
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Thoſe of London may preſcribe againſt a Statute, and the 
Reaſon is, becauſe their Liberties are confirmed by Sta- 
tute, and other Towns are not. Fleetævcod, Recorder of 
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London, ſays a very ſtrange Thing in 1 Leon 284. Hol. 
Iingſbead and King's Caie, and in 4 Leon 128. That the 
King's Courts oughr to take Notice, that thoſe of London 


have a Court of Record; for if a Po I/arranto iſſues to | 
the Jultices in Eyre, it does not belong to them of London 


to claim their Liberties, for all the King's Courts have 
Notice of them. And truly I have been informed, I 
mean, by Copies of Records, that when the Juſtices in 
Eyre came to the Tower, this was a Privilege allowedto 
them, they were not bound toſet forth their Liberties as 
others were. Therefore, my Lord, I think this, as tis 
pleaded, is a Duty very juſtifiable and payable, by ver- 
tue of this Cuſtom. 2 | „„ 
Then he proceeds to confirm his Plea from my Lord 
( bbam's Caſe 1 Leonard 218. Hickman's Caſe, it Rolls 
2. p. of the Abridgmeni 123 Leiter B. The Caſe of the 
City of Dublin in the ſame Fook, fol. 265. The Caſe of 
the Bellman of Litchfield, reported in Rolls 1 p. fol. 1. & 
44. in 2 Bulfrode and in Moor, The Cranage in Dyer, 
and the Caſe of 21 H. 5. 16. where the Town of Glou- 


ceſter preſcribed for a Toll of Boats paſſing by the River | 


near the Town. Then he proceeds with his Argument. 

Now, my Lord, for ours, there was very great Reaſon 
to induce it, the great Alterations that were made in 
London by the Fire; and that we“ provide the Market- 
Piaces at our Charge; we do keep Officers, and pay 
them for keeping Order in the Markets: And above all, 
we provide Standings and Stalls, and ſuch Accommoda- 


tions; and that J am ſure is a Proviſion no Lord of a 
Market is bound to make unleſs he will, and therefore 


the Marker People that are accommodated by it have 
great Reaſon to pay for it ; and we pay all the "Taxes for 


the Market-Places, for the Ground is ours; and that is 


not alledged in the Pleading indeed, but it muſt be im- 
plied, becanſe we pay the Taxes, and they that have the 
Stangings are not liable to pay the Taxes: And fo is the 
Judgmegt in Rolls 2. p. 238. and the 2d Abr. 289. And 
in the Cite of Cufack Juſtice Dodderidge lays, _ the re- 
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Hands. My Lord Coke in lis Comment upon that Sta- 


deeming of one Fair from the Abbot of Weſtminſter 
colt the City of London 800 . for he had a Fair at 
Weſtminſter, and a Market for 40 Days, and that 
during that time no Sale ſhould be in London. The 
Meaſure of a Toll is evil according to my Lord Coke 
2 Int. 58. when the Thing demanded for Wares or 
Merchandizes does ſo burthen the Commodity. But 
here Trade is ſo far from being diſcouraged, as that it 


is increaſed, as is implied in the Replication; for tis 


ſaid, we receive 50001. a year. So that the increaſe 
of Trade is the thing complained of in this Quo War- 
ranto. You cannot judge this to be unreaſonable. 


I have not heard one Word ſaid that this is an un- 


reaſonable oppreſſive Toll; nor can you judieially de- 
termine this to be an unreaſonable Toll. According 
to the Rule in Cokes Magna Charta 222. the Toll of a 
Market need not be certain, only it muſt be reaſonable. 
And what ſhall be deemed reaſonable, the Judges 


muſt determine if it come judicially before them. 
Now this Caſe muft have all its Cireumſtances ſtated 


and agreed by Demurrer, or found by Verdict. Per- 
haps we have over-brought all theſe Tolls that they 
call unreaſonable ; we ayer it to be reaſonable, the 
Demurrer agrees it to be ſo, and you muſt intend it to 
be ſo, unden the Contrary be ſet forth clearly in its 
Circumſtances; for he that will have a Forfeiture, 
muſt ſhew the Circumſtances to make it out. 
An unreaſonable By-law is no reaſonable Ca 
Colour for forfeiting a Corporation. | | 
This he proves from my Lord Hobart in Norris and 


 Staps Caſe, Hob. 211. 


So that if this be a Forfeiture, I ſay tis only a For- 
feiture of the Market; nay, not ſo much neither, tis 
only a Forfeiture of the Toll. 

There is a Statute which I think is a moſt plain 
Declaration of the Law in this Caſe, and tis the Stat. 
of Weſt” 1. ca. 31. concerning thoſe that take out- 
ragious Tolls in Market- Towns. The Statute ſays, 
Le Roy prendra le Franchiſe del March en ſa maine. 
The King ſhall ſeize. the Franchiſe into his own 


tute 
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tute ſays, he ſhall ſeize the Franchiſe of the Fair or 
Market till it be redeemed by the owner, that's all. But 
this is intended _ he, upon an Office to be found; 
for-in Statutes all Incidents ſhall be by intendment, 


Now in the Quo Harranto that was brought againſt 


the Corporation of Maidenbead in Palmer's Reports, 
there is this very Caſe. That Corporation took an 
outragious Toll, too much Toll, or that that was 
not juſtifiable, for going over their Bridge. Yet it 
was ſo far from being imagined that this ſhould be a 
Forfeiture, (and yet the Caſe is the fame, let any 
Man diftinguiſh it that can) that it was a Queſtion 
whether the Market was forfeited or no, as you may 
ſee in that Book, fol. 82. And there tis ſaid by Dod- 
deridge, and at laſt it was agreed by all the Court, 
that it ſhould be a Forfeiture only of the Toll, and 
not of the Market. And to this I will apply that 
Rule that Mr. Solicitor himſelf did mention, Puniatar 
in eo quo peccat. You have oftended in the Toll, 
therefore you ſhall ſuffer in the Toll, not in the Mar- 
ket, then to be ſure not in the Corporation. Statutes 
are ſuppoſed to be penal enough of themſelves, and 


all penal Statutes are to be taken equitably as to the 
Penalty, and not ftretch'd beyond the Letter. And 


wherever a Statute inflicts a Penalty, and ſays you 
ſhall forfeit ſo much, as my Lord Hobart ſays, the 
Common-Law ſhuts up the Negative, that you ſhall 
forfeit no more. | 

Then he adds the Caſe of the City of London too 
about the meaſurage of Coals. It is Sir Julias Caeſar's 
Caſe, 1 Leon 106. A Quo Warranto is brought. 
You have it in Coke's Entries fol. 535. and 536. 
placit 4. And the City of London appeared and pleaded, 


and preſcribed to it; and thereupon the Attorney 


General that then was, my Lord Coke himſelf, was 
ſatisfied, and confeſſed their Title, and Judgment was 
given for them; and ſince it hath been held good, and 

they have enjoyed it in Peace. | 
My Lord, I come now to that Part which I come 
| leaft willingly to, I mean that of the Petition; and 
that which 1 have to {ay in it, is this, my Lord. f ons 
ſay 
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I ſay, That this Petition is juſtified in the Pleading, 
and J hope it is very juſtifiable. My Lord Hobart ſays, 
fol. 220. that it was reſolved by the Court in Renham's 
Caſe to be lawful for any Subject to Petition to the 
King for a Redreſs in an humble and modeſt manner. 
Now the Common Council are not leſs privileged 
than any other, ſure. | eg 
My Lord, If the Words themſelves that are al- 
jedged are not Words that are unlawful to be deli- 
vered or ſpoken, then all this that they are dreſſed up 
with, of rhe Intention to cenſure the King, and to 
bring him into diflike with his People, all that muſt 
go for nothing, and are not to weigh in the Caſe. 
Now the Words are theſe, That there was a Proroga- 
tion, and by Means of this, there being depending ſo 
many Impeachments of Lords and others, and Bills in 
the Parliament in both Houſes, which could not be 
perfected any where but there; the Proſecution of the 
publick Juſtice, and the making Proviſions neceſſary 
for the Preſervation of his Majeſty and his Proteſtant. 
Subjects, received an interruption. Now, my Lord, 
I conceive theſe Words are not Words that in- them- 
ſelves are unlawful; they are in Senſe and Subſtance 
the ſame Words that have been ſpoken by the King, 
and the Lords and Commons in Parliament. I am 
conftdent, without reflection, that Honourable Perſon 
my Lord Danby, in this Point, hath ſaid Words much 
more liable to exception, though truly Words that I 
believe deſerve no rebuke. He has complained that 
Juſtice was not done in his Caſe, becauſe he was not 
tried, and that when he defired to be tried too, but 
his Liberty taken away; and he forfeited that which 
was dearer to him than Lands or Honours, his Health, 
whereby he endangered his Life, and loſt all the 
Comforts of Life. If it were lawful for him to ſay, 
as certainly it was, that Juſtice was not done in his 
Caſe, why might not the City ſay ſo? Either thefe 
Lords ought to be condemned, or they ought to be 
acquitted; tis hard to ſay Juſtice is done, when they 
lie fo long in Priſon, and are not either acquitted or 


condemn . 
| I would 
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_ juſtify that which is really a Crime; but this is that I 
ſay, tis not in Law unlawful for us to Petition the 
King, or addrefs to him: But, my Lord, to take off 
the edge of this Buſineſs, I ſhall beg leave to read to 
your Lordſhip a Speech of the King's, made the 6th 
of March following, and therein any Man may read, 
and ſpell, and ſee how in Subſtance the Words in our 
Petition differ from the Words of the King, makin 


thoſe Laws neceſſary for the Security of himſelf and 


the Kingdom. No Man will ſay, that there were 
Laws ſufficient for the Security of the King and 
Kingdom, when the King himſelf ſpeaks of the 
Neceſſity of making ſuch ones: So then, thoſe Laws 
that were preparing received an interruption. There 
is no ſuch thing ſaid in the Petition, That the King did 
interrupt Fuſtice, and the Proceedings of the Parliament; 


tis an Inference and a Conſequence made by Wit and 


Art, not that the King did interrupt, or intend to in- 
terrupt Juſtice ; but ir ſays, by the Prorogation of the 
Parliament, the publick Fuſtice received an Inter- 
rupt ion. 5 | 

Can any Man fay this is falſe ? The Charge in the 
Replication is, That ave did falſly and maliciouſly ſay, 
what? that which is true, and that which the King 
had ſaid before, and that which the Lords and Com- 
mons ſaid after him, T hat "till thoſe Things were done 
they were not ſafe? and thoſe Things as yet were 
not done. | 

My Lord, There is this father in it, the Petition is 
ſet forth in hæc verba, and therefore I may take any 
Thing out of it to explain it, and reſtore it to it ſelf; 
for this indeed is a very reſtrained Conſtruction of tlie 
Petition. | 5 | 
It fays, when this Interruption by the Prorogation 


was received, That the King for urgent Cauſes, and very. 


good Reaſons, did Prorogue the Parliament. It is his 
Prerogative to do ſo, and God forbid but he ſhould 
have it. I think, without doubt, we ſhould be more 


at a Loſs for want of that Prerogative than we can by 


the uſe of it; 'tis mine, and I believe every 1 
| ans 
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Man's Opinion, that that Prerogative is very neceſſary 
and profitable for us all ; but it 1s the Conſequence of 
ic chat this Interruption of Juſtice is received ; nay, 
ve are ſo far from ſaying that the King did interrupt 
Juſtice, or intended it, that we ſay, we do hope the 
King's gracious Intentions were only to make Way for 
the better Concurrence of his Majeſty and his Parlta- 
ment. The King does, for great Cauſes, and beſt 
known to himſelf, who has the Prerogative, Prorogue 
the Parliament; whereby, as a meer Conſequence, not 
as the King's Intention, the publick Juſtice is inter- 
rypted s Nay, this we affirm was with a good Inten- 
tion in the King, that he might the better be enabled to 
concur with his Parliament, as is ſet forth in the Peti- 
tion. Can there be any Thing more properly ſaid ? 
Tis the greateſt Juſtification of the Prorogation that 
can be. The King has prorogued the Parliament : 
What to do? Why, Juſtice hath in view received an 
Interruption, but not in the Intention of the King. 
We know what the meaning of it is, and ſo we ſet 
forth in our very Petition, it is to gain Time, that he 
may the better concur with his Parliament. Tis a great 
Commendation of the King's Purpoſe, inſtead of 
charging him with Injuſtice, that he did reſolve to 
concur wich his Parliament for ſuch ends, and accord» 
ingly did Prorogue the Parliament. 1 
Now the Attorney General hath put in that at was 
ea Intentione; there is the Sting of the Buſineſs to put 
in thoſe Words, to make that, which we may lawfully 
ſpeak of it ſelf, to be an Offence; but truly that ſig- 
vifies juſt nothing: It can never hurt a Thing that 
is true; it has great Authority in it, if it be applied to 
a Thing that js unlawful; but if in Subſtance it be 
true, and the Thing it ſelf juſtifiable, thoſe Words 
make nothing in the Caſe; and I think I need not 
argue that Point, but refer my ſelf to the great Caſe 
that was in Weſtminſter-Hall, and that is the Reverſal 
of the Judgment given in this Court againſt my Lord 
Hollis, which was a Reverſal in Parliament, and is 
Printed, and the laſt Impreſſion of Mr. Juſtice Coke's 
| Reports, by Order of Parliament, and there, they ex- 
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plode all the Notion of ea Intentione, and this Buſi. 
neſs. A Man ſpeaks Words that he might ſpeak in 
Parliament (though I know not whether he might 
or no) but the great Thing is, If Words that in 
themſelves-are tolerable to be ſpoken, you ſhall 'not | 
come and ſay they were ſpoken with an ill Intention; 
though, as I ſhall ſhew by and by, this hath a kind 
of Fatality in it, and that is this, That it is done with 
an = Mind by a Corporation- that hath no Mind 
at all; ; | Ee”, 
Mr. Attorney General. Juſt now you ſaid it bad a 
Mind, and Reaſon was its Mind. _— 
Mr. Recorder. I ſaid as my Lord Hobart ſays, that 
a By-law to it is a Mind, as Reaſon is to a Man, but 
it hath no moral Mind. My Lord, then I ſay, the 
Citizens of London were indeed at that Time under 
great Conſternation, by Reaſon of the Conſpiracies 
that had been diſcovered in Parliament, and in the 
Courts of Juſtice; and it had been declared by the 
late Lord Chancellor at the Trial of the Lord afford, 
which your Lordſhip may very well remember, That | 
London vas burnt by the Papiſts, and therefore teuas no 
Wonder that they were deſirous that themſelves and the. 
Kingdom ſbould be put into great Security againſt thoſe 
Enemies. This, my Lord, 4 confeſs is a tender Point, 
and I would not Nek a Word in't without a Law- 
Book to back me. I remember that my Lord Hobart 
ſays, That Zeal and Indignation are fervent Paſſions. 
The City of London had great Indignation againſt the 
Papiſts for this Conſpiracy againſt the King and King- 
dom, and the Religion eſtabliſhed by Law. There 
was no Diſaffection in the City at this Time when this 
Petition was made ſure, and I wonder that any Man 
ſhould ſay, that knows London, and was acquainted 
with it then, and looks upon this Petition which paſſed 
____memine contradicente, that they had ſuch an Intention 
as is inſinuated; and pray let him read the Names of 
the worthy Aldermen that then ſat upon the Bench, 
and the other Names of the Common Council-Men 


2 then preſent, and then let him ſay, if, without Re- 
flection, the King have more loyal Subjects in 5 
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City of London than theſe Men were. And do you 
think if there had been in it any Sedition, or any of 
thoſe 11] Qualities that make up the 111 Adverbs which 
are joined to it in the Replication, not one of all 
thoſe loyal ly-diſpos'd Men would have ſpoken againſt 
it? But, alas, all of it paſſed nemine contradicente. 

My Lord, I ſay that if the Matter of it be juſti- 
fable, as I think it is, then all theſe Words will ſig- 
nify nothing, if there were never ſo many more of 
them: And the preſenting and carrying of it to the 
King, that is no Oftence, that is not ſo much as pre- 
tended to be one. And, my Lord, I think it a very 
harſh Tranſlation of the Word into Latin, when the 
Petition ſays, That the Parliament's Proceedings, or 
the publick Juſtice received an Interruption, to put 
that Word Obſtructionem in; truly I think a better 
Word might have been found to expreſs the ſoft Ex- 
treſſion in the Petition; and they need nor have put 
that hard violent Word Obſtructionem, when to make 
Engliſh of it they tranſlated it Interruption. | 

But, my Lord, they do admit I ſay, That the 
making and preſenting of it to the King is not the 
Offence ſo much as the publiſhing of it, by which it 
1s expoſed to many others beſides. Now to excuſe 
that, the Anſwer we give is this; and 'tis that which 
vill carry a very reaſonable Ground: of Juſtification 


in it. Certain Citizens that were private Men had 


petitioned the Common- Council, and thereby they 
were importuned to make known the deſires of the 
City to the King, and it was reaſonable to make 
known to thoſe Citizens what the Common- Council 
had done to prevent falſe Rumours, which we knew 
were rife enough in thoſe: Days; and to ſhew that 
there was nothing ill in it, we did Print it, And tis 
alſo all driving at the Commo ! Intereſt, at the King 
Safety, the Preſervation of the Church and the 
Government eſtabliſhed: All this they did deſire 
might be known to theſe Citizens, and all others that 
enquired about it; and therefore they printed it, to 
evidence that there was nothing of ill intended. in it. 
And I do wonder, I muſt 3 that this CI 
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of the publiſhing of this Petition ſhould: be ſo much Co 
inſiſted upon; for they ſay, That the Mayor, Com. 
'monalty, and Citizens of the City of London did it, 
and ſay not any Thing of the Common Council that 
they did Print it: Now they that did vote it, knew it 
without Printing; and *tis alledged in the Pleadings, 
and confeſſed by the Demurrer, that the Mayor, Com- 
monalty, and Citizens of London, that is, the Corpo- 
ration, conſiſts of above 50,000 Men, which cannot | 
well be intended otherwiſe, Why then, here is a 
Petition that is agreed to be well enough lodged as to 
the Perſons that voted it, it being the Liberty of the 
Subject to petition; and if this had been only pre- 
ſented to the King, though it had been by thoſe 
$50,000 Men, nay, it it had been by 10,000 Men, who 
had been the Corporation, ir had been well enough, 
ſo it had not been printed, but only kept private to 
themſelves: Why then 'tis very ſtrange, that what is 
known to all London, fo great a Part of the King- 
dom, ſhould be lawful, but it ſhould be heniouſly un- 
lawful to ſend the News of it further. It went further 
than the City of London, and therefore tis ſuch an 
Offence as ſhall be a Forfeiture of the Corporation. 
My Lord, there is the Caſe of Lake and King, the 
Petition to the Parliament was ſcandalous in it ſelf, 
yet it flood protected, being preſented to the Parlia- 
ment; and it was lawful to Print it, provided it were 
delivered to a Committee of Parliament, or only to 
thoſe that were Members; though *cis ſaid there, that 
the Printing of it is a great Publiſhing, for the Com- 
poſers, Correctors, and other Perſons that are con- 
cerned in the Preſs read every Letter of it. But it 
was anſwered, That Printing is but a more expedi- 
tious Way of Writing; and if he had employed 20 
Clerks, it had been a greater Publiſhing than three or 
four Printers. Poſſibly the Printers might not read 
it, or not be able to read it well, or not all of them 
read it at that Time. S e 
© Now here my Lord, Sure it was lawful to acquaint 
the Citizens what they had done, if you take it to be

The only end of erecting theſe ſpecial Corpora · 


tions, was for the better Order and Government of 


the ſeveral Matters ſpecially committed to their Care. 

The Corporations for general Government only, 
are thoſe of Cities and Towns, Major and Citizens, 
Mayor and Burgeſſes, 2 on? and n and 
ſuch like. 

The Corporations, as they are for the Government 
of Men only, having nothing ſpecially committed to 
their Care upon the Incorporation; ſo they are erect- 
ed for no other end or purpoſe than Government.

They plead by their corporate Name, and entitle 
themſelves to the Liberty by Pre'cription p and Ver- 
dick and Judgment againſt them by their corporate 
Name of Feizure only, that the Liberty be taken and 
ſeized into the King's hands; and which is more, 
the Capiantur pro Fine againſt them, is entred againſt 
them by the corporate King of Ballivi & Burgenſes, 
though the Corporation by the Seizure was dillolyed ; 
and the reaſon no doubt was, That that general Name. 
was a ſufficient deſcription of the Perſons who were 
liable to the Fine for their Uſurpation. 

This Town lies under the weight of that Judg- . 
ment to this day, and are no Corporation, and being 


oppoſed by the Intereſt of the Lord Eure, who proſe- 
Ty Y cuted 
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cuted that Quo Harranto, did never obtain any Reſti- 
tution nor Regrant. The like is verified, in the Caſe 
of Berkhamſtead in Com. Hertford ; they appeared, and 
Judgment pro defectu reſponſi given of Seixure, Paſch, 
16 Car.

And therefore there is no difference where the 
Liberty is loſt upon a defective Claim or Miſplead- 
ing, or for a Forfeiture in Que J/arranto; the Judg- 
ment is the ſame of Capias in manus; and it is all 
one whether the Cauſe of Forfeiture be found by a 
Jury, or confeſſed upon the Pleadings in a Que

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poration. It was admitted, That the Ack of all the 
Members met together would oblige the Corporation : 
But it was reſolved, that it was a breach, and obliged 
the Corporation; and that the taking of Toll by their 
Othcers, was a taking of Toll by the Corporation: 
And the Reaſon given is, That all the Members of 
the Corporation cannot by any common Intendment 
be underftood, to meet together to take Toll. Here 
15 an expreſs Judgment, that Crimen egredituy Perſo- 
nam, and ſhall render the Corporation liable for 
- Wrongs done to a particular Member of another Cor- 
2oration. 

Much ftronger is the Caſe of the King upon 
breaches of the Condition in Law, as I have ſhewn, 
where the Acts of the particular Members commir- 
ted qa the King's Officers, are adjudged done 
againſt the King, and render the Corporation liable. 

Bur when all meer together and do an Act, I may 
ſay, It was never yet doubted, but the Corporation 
was obliged. | 

The objection, that no Acts are corporate Acts or 
can affect the Corporation, but what are under the 
Common Seal, nothing certainly can be more vain 
than ſuch an aſſertion. 

Tnen no Major, Sheriffs or other Officers ever 
acted legally in their Choice by the Corporation, be- 
cauſe not under the Common Seal, 

Then no By-Laws are valid as corporate Acts, be- 


cauſe not under the Common Seal: The ſame may be 


faid by moſt of the corporate Acts in Cities and 
Towns. Read the Caſe of Cambridge before the King 
and Lords, 5 R. 2. 8 
That the Common Council are but Miniſters of 
the City, and the Liberty of the City, hath a ſpecial 
Protection againſt the perſonal Acts of the Miniſters 
by the Charter in Parl. 1 E. 3. 

I have a Copy of that Charter by me, from the 
Records in the Tower. :

Civitatis prædict. habendum ſibi & ſucceſſorib. ſuis, The 
words of the Grant are, Quod pro aliqua perſonali | 
tranſgreſſione vel Fudicio perſonali alicujus miniſtri ejuſ- | 
dem Civiiatis non Capiatur libertas illius in manum mno- | 
ftram vel heredum neftrorum, nec cuſtos in eadem Civitate 
ea occaſione deputetur, ſed hujuſmodi Miniſter prout qua- 
litas tranſereſſionis requirit puniatur. Theſe are all the. 
words in that Charter which refer to this matter, and 
the tame were granted to them, in ſome former Char- 
ters out of Parliament. 

This appears by this Charter in Parliament, that 
Libertas Civitatis which is the Franchiſe or Corpora- 
tion, had been ſeized, and might be ſeized for ſome 
perſonal miſcarriages of the Miniſters ; for it is meer- | 
ly the King's Grant that exempts them from it, for 
the time to come. 55 5 | 

I do agree that every perſonal miſcarriage of their 
Miniſters was never any cauſe of forfeiture, but it muſt 
be miſcarriages of Omiſhon or Commiſhon, which 
amounted to a Misgovernment within the Corpora- 
tion.

The principal Grounds of the Act, as the Act re- 
cites, were, that the notorious Errors, Defaults and 
Miſpriſions for Default of good Governance of the 
Mayor, Sheriffs and Aldermen of London, could not 
be enquired of, nor found by Men of the ſame City. 

The Act ſettles the Rule, that for the firſt Default 
of the Mayor, Sheriffs and Aldermen, they ſhall for- 
feit 1000 Marks ; for the ſecond offence 2000 
Marks ; and for the third defaulr, the Franchiſe and

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Liberties of the City, ſhall be taken into the King's 
hands, and this for the defaults of their Minifters, 
which is a plain Judgment in Parliament, that the 
Franchiſe of London may be forfeited ; and explains 
the Charter of the 1ſt.

But neither the Charter 1 E. 3. nor this Law did 
extend to any outfagious Acts of their Members; as 
Breach of their Duty and good Government, but only 
to the perſonal Acts of the Mayor, Sheriffs and Al- 
dermen in their ſeveral truſts committed to their Ma- 
nage ry. .

Term, in the 35th Year of the Reign of 
the late King Charles. the IId. upon an Information in 
the Nature of a Quo Warranto, exhibited in the ſaid 
Court againſt the Mayor, and Commonalty, and Citi- 
zens of London, that the Liberty, Privilege, and 
Franchiſe of the ſaid Mayor, and Commonalty, and 
Citizens, being a Body Politick and Corporate, ſhould 
be ſeized into the King's hands as forfeited: And 
foraſmuch as the ſaid Judgment, and the Proceedings 
thereupon, is and were Illegal and Arbitrary ; and for 

that the reſtoring of the ſaid Mayor, and Commonalty, 
and Citizens, to their ancient Liberties, of which 
they had been deprived, tends very much to the Peace 
and good Settlement of this Kingdom :. 


II. BE it Declared and Enacted by the King and 
Queen's moſt excellent Majeſties, and with the Advice

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and Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, 

and by Authority of rhe ſame, that the aid Judgment 

given in the ſaid Court of King's-Bench in the ſaid 
Trinity Term, in the 35th Year of the Reign, of the 
ſaid King Charles the IId, or in any other Term; 
and all and every other Judgment given or recorded 
in the ſaid Court, for the ſeizing into the ſaid late

\EORGE the Second, by the Grace of God, of 
Great-Britain, France and Ireland, King, De- 


fender of the Faith, and ſo forth. To all to whom theſe 


Preſents ſhall come greeting : Whereas, Our Royal Pre- 
deceſſor, King Charles the Firſt, late King of England, 


by his Letters Patent under the Great-Seal of England, 
bearing Date at bee the eighteenth Day of O40- 


Ber, in the fourteenth Year of his Reign, did give and grant 


to the Mayor and Commonalty, and Citizens of the City 


of London, and their Succeſſors, 'amongft other Things, 
that the then Mayor and Recorder of the ſaid City, and 
the Mayor and Recorder of the ſaid City for the Time 
being, and as well thofe Aldermen Who before that Time 
had ſuſtained and borne, as thoſe Aldermen who there- 
.after ſhould have ſuſtained and borne, the Charge and 


Office of Mayoralty of the faid City, altho' they fhould 
ceaſe from the Mayoralty, or fuld be diſmifled there- 5
